TEL AVIV, Sept. 5 (Agencies) — An 
Israeli government source said Friday that 
President Caitei’s remarks on the status of 
Jerusalem were the least that Israel expect^ 
to hear. Speaking to a Jewish audience in 
Washington Thursday night. Carter reaf- 
firmed the U.S. commitment to Israefs sec- 
urity and said that any future agreement on. 
Jerusalem would be possible only with Israeli 
concurrence. 

Israel recently annexed Jerusalem and 
named it as its capital. A foreign ministry 
source said the president had merely related 
known U-S. positions when he spoke out 
against the establishment of a Paiesrinian 
state and negotiations with the Palestine Lib* 
eration Organization (PLO). 

On the ’presidents remarks concerning 
Jerusalem, the source said : “ This was the 
minimum Israel would have expected to hear 
from President Carter. “ But generally 
speaking, the president’s statement was poa- 
tive from Israers point of view. ” 

Foreign ministry officials said Friday they 
had received formal notification that 
Guatemala had decided to move its embassy 
out of Jen^lem. This left the Doi^c^ 
Republic the only country to maintain its dip- 
lomatic mission in Jerusalem.

Mouse genetic traits altered

NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (AP) — Recent 
genetic experiments have been successful in 
introducing foreign genes into the genetic 
eomposjiioo of mice embryos, according to 
three researchers from Yale University, the 
Nev York Times reported. . , 

The experimenti*. by Dr. Francis H. Rud- 
dle and two colleagues, Dr. Jon Gordon and 
Dr. George Scangos, are expected to have 
profound implications for genetic 
The three were to announce ttelr findings 
at a scientific meeting in Berlin Wednesday. 

The scientists believe that genes from 
viruses that were successfully injected into 
newly fenilized mouse egg cells became 
permanently incorporated with tissues of 
the growing embryo, thus fundamentally 
altering its genetic composition, the Times 
said. 

The work is considered a significant step 
toward genetic engineering, fte process of 


modifying a living creatures’s heredity by 
transplanting specific foreign genes. 

Such researoh furthers long-range possib- 
liites of creating animals with entirely new 
trails and, ultimately, of finding cunss for 
some presently incurable hereditary dis- 
eases in human*. 

the'researchers plan further experiments 
to dciermine if the transplanted foreign 
genetic material actually functions in the 
mice. These experiments, however, have 
shown that specific sequences of DNA 
(dzoxyriboQucIeic acid) were incorporaied 
into the growing embryos. 

DNA is the active material of human 
genes, transmitting a code of genetic 
instructions which determine the inherited 
characteristics of all living things. 

The mouse embryos in which the foreign 
genetic material had been implanted were 
killed immediately after birth.

TEL AVIV, Sept. 5 (AFP) — Fifteen 
Palestinian Arabs were arrested after a brawl 
with police Wednesday over the demolition 
of two Arab houses built " without auihoriza- 
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The clash in Musmus came when angry villa- 
gers Wednesday, including several women, 
stoned vehicles in protest as workmen 
demolished the houses. One person was hun 
and five vehicles were damaged m the distur- 
bances. 

The town council of the neighboring village 
of Urn El Faham voted for a one day gener^ 
protest strike there. The council complained 
that ihe Israeli interior ministry has denied 
the two rillages the right to grow for 20 years, 
and that one-ihlrd of the inhabitants were 
therefore obliged to build on construction 
sites. . . 

Also Israeli occupation authoniies have 
refused to give several Palestinians from the 
West Bank permission to attend a conference 
on Palestinian rights In the U.S., Arab 
sources said. Among those refused an exit 
visa was George Hasboun. deputy mayor ot 
Bethlehem. 

Meanwhile, the first residents of a new 
Jewish senlemeni in the IsraeU-occupied 

Gaza Strip moved into their homes m the 
settlement Thursday, Israeli settlement 
sources taid. 
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resume Mideast peace negotiations stem- 
ming from the 1 978 Camp David accords. 

In his address to the Jewish Service Organ- 
ization, Carter indirectly struck back at 
Republican presidential nominee Ronald 
Reagan, who asserted on Wednesday night 
that the president's Mideast policies had cre- 
ated a dangerous*" flashpoint" in the Middle 
East and had led to increased influence in the 
area by the Soviet Union. 

*• Together we are engaged in the only 
negotiation that has ever addressed both 
Israefs security and the political status of the 
West Bank and Gaza on the same agenda. " 
Carter said he was “ proud *' that during his 
presidency** we have provided about half the 
American aid Israel has received in the 32 
years since its” independence. " This is not a 
handout, but an investment in America’s own 
security,” he said. 

“ Ultimately, as all of us know, there is no 
other way to peace in the Middle East except 
through negotiation. No one who cherishes 
the goal of peace can allow that course to 
founder. " This is the policy I shall continue 
to follow, ” he said. 

He reminded his politically imponant 
audience that he took personal political risks 
by getting involved in the peace process ai 
Camp David two years ago. " In conscience. 

’i really n«*i choice, " he said. " We sim- 
ply must continue to move from war and 
stalemate to peace and progress. ’’ 

Carter pledged to participate in a second 
summit with Egypt and Israel" if neces- 
sary. " 

He also reiterated his long .^landing sup- 
pon for an undivided Jerusalem, saying that 
in his vision of Mideast peace, ** Jerusalem 
should remain forever undivided, with free 
access to the holy places. ’’ 

Carter’s speech came after Sol Linowitz, 
the U.S. specie Mideast peace negotiator, 
formally announced in Cairo that Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menihem Begin had agreed to 
resume talks on Palestinian autonomy. Both 
will reportedly hold a second mideast summit 
with Carter aftqr the November presidential 
election. j 

Receiving the Jewish support is considered 
crucial to Carter's re-election bid since Jews 
normally vote jin far higher numbers than 
other groups. Ip addition, several states that 
are vital to Caijer have large Jewish popula- 
tions. In New York, for instance. Jews com- 
prise 25 pet ciiit of the electorate. 

Reagan competing against Carter for pres- 
ident said that Caner has sacrificed 
America's reputation as a trustworthy ally 
and let** doubt and distrust” cloud U.S. rela- 
tions with Israel. 

The Republican presidential nominee said 
Caner policies have permitted the Soviet 
Union to make inroacls in the Middle East 
which are “approaching a flashpoint, but 
added that he could peacefully blunt that 
thrust. 

•‘Today we have fewer real allies, and 
among those we speak with diminished 
authority.” he said. * ...Israel today is in grave 
danger, and so is freedom itself. 

Saudi Arabia, France 
to help Sudan probe 
for Red Sea minerals 

KHARTOUM, Sept. 5 (AFP) — France 
and Saudi Arabia are to participate with 
Sudan in exploring for minerals on that coun- 
try s Red Sea coast, the Sudanese news 
agency reported here. The agen^, quoting 
Mines Minister Sherif Tuhami, said that the 
venture would cost $30 million and would 
begin in November. 

He said that the French Corporation tor 
Geological Research and Mining would do 
the actual exploration, and that Saudi Arabia 
had agreed to pay $1 1 million of the costs. 
France and Sudan are also participating 
financially. 

The partners will be searching for chrome, 
zinc, gold, copper and other njinerals in the 
Dardeib area. 

Gulf Air to raise fares 

MANAMA, Bahrain Sept. 5 (R) — 

Air which is jointly owned by Bahrain, 
Oman, Qatar and the United Arab Emirates, 
said it will increase air fares and cargo rales 
by two to three per cent from Oci. 1. 

The airline, which announced a 1 4 percent 
increase earlier in April said it was conform- 
ing with the recent decision of the interna- 
tional Air Transport Association (lATi^ to 
raise passenger fares and cargo rates. Gulf 
Air is not an lATA member but follow its 
decisions.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 5 — An Arab- 
sponsored boycott of a vote by members of 
the World Bank and International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) on a resolution to deny observer 
status to the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion fPLO) appears to be succeeding, 
informed sources said. 

Less than a week before the voting dead- , 
line of Sept. 9. the two financial institutions 
have not received sufficient votes from 
member countries to constitute a quorum, 
the sources said. 

If 70 member states refuse to vote and a 
quorum is nut reached, then the Ll.S.- 
sponsored resolution to deny the PLO 
observer status at next month's joint annual 
meetings of the bank and fund will be defe- 
ated 

The exact number of countries responding 
to the vote was not immediately available. 
But sources said the slow rate of response was 
worrying the Western countries, who are now 
pushing to have the vote deadline extended 
to Sept. 15. 

The draft resolution was sent out to 
member countries for a vote last month. The 
resolution, pushed through the executive 
boards of the bank and the fund by the U.S. 
and its Western allies, calls for a revision of 
by-laws on inviting observers to the meetings 
and restricts 1980 invitees to those who 
attended the 1979 meetings — thus effec- 
tively excluding the PLO. 

The U.S.-sponsored move came after this 
year's chairman of the meetings, Tanzanian 
Finance Minister Amir H. Jamal, invited the 
PLO's economic unit, the Palestine National 
Fund, to artend the 1980 sessions. 


Sources said that if the Western countries 
succeed in postponing the vote deadline until 
Sept. )5. the .Arab members will call tor a 
meeting of ihe boards of both institutions to 
proicsi Ihe exiension. 

Meanwhile. Kuwait's Finance Minister 
Abdul Rahman .Al- Atiqi said his c«>untry had 
alreadv pulled out a major loan and would be 
reluctant to lend the iwo institutions any 
more money until the PLO issue was seiitcd. 

“ 1 am quite sure (hat our brothers in Saudi 
Arabia have taken the same action, the 
minister added in a telephone interview with 
Reuters from Kuwuii. 

Arab ,\ch‘s and Asharq Ai Awsat have said 
that the Kingdom was freezing a planned U*an 
of $420 million to the World Bank. 

Other oil exporters and developing coun- 
tries expressed support for the .Arab action. 
Central bank governors irom 41 Muslim 
countries meeting in S,iudi Arabia said they 
supported the presence ol the PLO as an 
observer at the l.MF- World Bank meeting in 
Washington later this month. 

Atiqi accused Western industrialized 
nations of working to slop the PLO attend- 
ing. 

Atiqi confirmed that the government- 
controlled Kuwait Foreign Trading. Con- 
tracting and Investment Company 
(KFTCIC) h.id pulled out of anS-Sn million 
loan to the World Bank in protest. 

Atiqi said Kuwait would alsiv not contri- 
bute to advance payments to the Interna- 
tional Development Association (ID.A), an 
affiliate of the World Bank which advances 
capital on easier terms to developing coun- 
tries. 

The IMF has said it hopes to raise about 
$25 billion from oil producing countries over 
the next three years to help pviorer nations.

Israeli plane raids U.N. post

BEIRUT. Sept. 5 (Agencies) — Four 
Linitcd Nations peacekeeping soldiers and 
one civilian were wounded when an Israeli 
aircraft straffed a U.N. position in South 
Lebanon Thursday. y.N. sources said. 

The sources said the plane fired two can- 
non rounds at an outpost controlled by 
Senegalese troops near the village of Abas- 
siyeh. The military casualties, who included 
an officer, were all Senegalese. Their condi- 
tion was later described as satisfactory. The 
sources said the civilian, a L^benese boy, 
would lose an arm. 

The sources said U.N. officials had already 
raised the matter with Israeli military 
authorities. Senegal shares the peacekeeping 
task with battalions from Ireland, Holland. 
Nigeria and Fiji. The coastal town of Tyre 
and Sidon. west of the Senegalese battalion, 
came under shellfire Tuesday night from 
Israel-backed rightist forces. 

The rightists hold a 10 kilometer border 
strip south of the U.N. positions. Slight dam- 
age but no casualties were reported in Wed- 
nesday night's shelling. 

Lebanese caretaker Prime Minister Salim 
Hoss said of the latest shelling: " We do not 
differentiate betweep Israel and its militias in 
the attacks to which we are subjected." 
uacg *‘Th«i militias are under con- 


trol of Israel which supplies them with money 
and amis. We therefore hold Israel resp vnv- 
ible for the shelling of populated areas in 
Tyre and Sidon yesierddy and stress in our 
contacts on the need for moves by the states 
known for their influence on Israel iq.restrain 
it from pursuing such criminal acts. 

Israeli jets broke the sound barrier over 
Beirut Thursday for the first lime since the 
current offensive against Palestinian posi- 
tions in south Lebanon began three weeks 
ago. 

Meanwhile. Ihe Palestine Liberation 
Organization. In a letter is.sucd at the L’nited 
Nations Wednesday, accused Israel of mas- 
sing troops insi.de Lebanon and urged U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim to “take 
necessary action so this most recent Zionist 
aggression does not continue.” 

The PLO's deputy U.N. observer. Hasan 
Abdul Rahman, who wrote the letter on 
instructions Irom HLO Chairman Passer 
Arafat, told a reporter his organization had 
some contacts with Waldheim and he v»as 
sure Waldheim would "undertake certain 
contacts with a view to defusing the situa- 
tion.'* 

Waldheim circulated the letter as a Sec- 
urity Council document by request of 
Tunisian Ambassador Taieb Slim, council

We were surprised when we read in this ! 
newspaper AS Medina the percentage of I 
admission For men and women students at 
the King Abdul Aziz University. We 
would lite to ask the university officials as 
to where our knowledge-thirsty men and 
women should go for learning. How can 
we strive to slop sending our young men 
abroad, knowing fully well the hazard that 
is implied in their education in a different 
environment? We cannot do all this suc- 
cessfully unless we fedlitate their study at 
home. 

By limited admission, we compel the 
parents, both capable and otherwise, to 
send their children abroad to complete 
their studies even If they have to borrow 
money or to sell some oT their property for 
this purpose. The holders of secondary 
schools certificate do not find work; most 
of them make frequent visits to the emp- 
loyment bureaus without any result while 
we find government departments stuffed 
mostly with foreign contractees. 

What is the significance of the five-year 
plan's assessments if it does not take into 
consideration the admission of all our men 
and graduates at a time when we have 
i^ady embarked upon a stage of con- 
struction and development in almost 
'every field? Would it be rational for us to 
continue to import accountants, editors 
and manageis abroad andcieate'dif- 
I ficulties in the way of our own children in 
the pursuit of education? 

We are fully aware that King Kbaled 
and Crown Prince Fahd have a paternal 
attitude toward our men and women stu- 
dents. But what suiprises us is that the 
officials do not place the complete picture 
before the King and the crown prince at 
the time of allocating budgets for educa- 
tion. Knowledge, as we see, is the first step 
toward the eUmination .of illiteracy, pov- 
erty and disuse, and if we don't G^t the 
first enemy, it would be almost impossible 
to do away with the other two. 

We hope a royal oztler will be issued to 
open the University of Umra Al-Qura (in 
Mecca) as soon as possible, so that a la:^ 
number of men and women students,who 
have been denied admission elsewhere, 
are admitted to this university.

Arab countries protested a United States- 
sponsored move to deny the PLO an 
observer's seat at the upcoming joint annual 
meetings. Saudi Arabia and Kuwait have fro- 
zen several major loans to the World Bank.

33,000 on special runs 

Pakistani haj flights begin 


JEDDAH, Sept. S — Pakistan Interna- 
tional Airlines, inaugurated Thursday its spe- 
dal frights to bring some 33,000 pOgrims 
from Pakistan to the Kingdom for the per- 
formance of Haj this year. 

The airiiire wiD operate normally three to 
four flijghts a day. bringing nearly 1 ,000 pil- 
grims daily. 

The inaugural flight was received this 
morning by Pakistan's Ambassador to the 
Kingdom, Najmul Saqib Khan, and senior 
officials of the Embas^s Haj afEurs wing 
including its Director Gen. Shaukat All. 

The ambassador told the pilgrims of the 
fadlities being provided to the Haj pilgrims 
by the Saudi Arabian government this year 
and the arrangements made by the embassy 
for their welfare. He also visited the camp 
offices set up the embas^ at the mrport to 


look after the Pakistani Haj {nlgrims. 

Special teams of embassy stairs, volun- 
teers and PIA scouts, have been formed to 
receive the pilgrims and help them complete 
the airport formalities smoothly. The teams 
will asast the pilgrims in their immigration 
and customs clearance and supervise their 
transportation to Mecca along with their lug- 
gage. 

There win also be a special team to trace 
out the lost baggage of the pilgrims and then 
transport it to Mecca for distribution to the 
pilgrims concerned. A distribution center has 
been set up in Mecca for this purpose. An 
information office for Haj flight inquiries and 
another office for contact with Saudi 
authorities have also been set up at the air- 
poiL These offices will fonction round-the- 
clock. ^ 
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Germany, Japan and several Induscrialized 
states, pushed a draft resolution through the 
bank's executive board July 2S that would 
limit observers at this year's joint meeting to 
those Invited in 1 979. 

Since the PLO was not an observer last 
year, the draft resoltxtion would prevent 
Jamal from minting the organization to the 
meeting to be held in Washmgton, in 
October. JamaL as chairman, has the autlw- 
ity to invite observers to meetings of the 
board of governors under the by-laws of the 
World Bank and the IMF. 

The Arab central banl^s governor^ board 
thanked Jamal for his stand in their state- 
ment. 

The board approved lecommendations of 
the branch committee authorized to study 
ways of developing the Arab finanriai mar- 
kets. It called on all Arab countries to under- 
take necessary procedures to put committee’s 
recommeridation into action. The board 
asked the Arab Monetazy Fund to maVe the 
requested studies in ths oonnecdon *nrf pre- 
sent the results to the forthcoming meeting of 
the board. 

After concluding their meetings, the gov- 
ernors send cables of thanks to King Kbaled 
and Crown Prince Fabd for the Kingdom's 
efforts to promote joint Arab economic work 
and collective A^ causes. They lauded 
Saudi Arabia's effort for klamic solidari^ 
among the Islamic Worid and the Arab 
nation in particular. 

Aba Al-Khail said the Arab Economic 
Council win discuss a proposal for an Arab 
economic charter for joint development and 
economic integration. The cbuocfl will 
discuss two important agreements which will 
replace the present agreement between Arab 
countries on economic cooperation, he said.

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WASfflNGTON, Sept 5 (R) ^ President 
(^rter lus voiced concern over a decline in 
the emigration of Jews from the Soviet Unioif 
god said the United Statea^uld raise the 
issue atan international meeting in Madrid in 
November. 

Carter made his remarks when inembexs of 

the conference on Soviet Jewry, a cominittee 
of Amencan Jews, called on him to ask for 
help in view of what they said were new 
I^niloi restrictions on the number of Jews 
trying to leave. 

“We are interested in the freedom of Jews 
throughout the world, particulariy those who 
want to leave the Soriet Union for Israel,** 
the president said. “ We are very deeply con- 
cerned about this.*' 

Carter said he and his secretary of state had 
never met Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
or the Soviet foreign minister without bring- 
ing up the problem of Jewish emigration from 
the ^viet Union. The president promis^ 


that the United States would raise it agafn at 
the .Madrid conference called to review *h<» 
perfonnai^ of the 35 countries inclndmg the 
Soviet llnioD, which signed the 1975 agree-, 
ment on European security and cooperation.

Third World supports PLO observer status 


D AR ES SALAM, Sept S (R) — Tanzania 
is being drawn into a dtepiite over whether 
the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
should be given observer status at the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (U^ and World 
Bank annual governors meeting later this 
month. 

The dispute, in which the United States 
and industrialized Western nations are lined 
up against tbe Third World and potential 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Ooon- 
tries (OPEC) donois, could have serious 
repercussions whichever way h is resolved on 
future finandng of the world fiscal bodies. 

Tanzanian finance Amir Jamal is 

this yeaf 8 chairman of the meeting, to be 
held in Washington from Sept 29 to OcL 4, 
and as such has authority to efedde, in consul- 
tation with tbe board of govexnois, who trill 
be admitted as observers. 

Jamal has made no public oomment on the 
issue but well informed diplomatic sources 
he has already sent letters to tbe Worid 
Bank and the IMF recommending admisaon 
for the PLO. 

Tbe Arab states axe seen as important 
potential donors to tbe bank and the fund. 
Last month IMF Managing Director Jacques 


Delaxosiere toured Gulf states to explore 
ways of Tecyding surplus oil revenues to 
de^t countries. Afterward a senior fond 
official told Reuters the body planned to raise 
about $25 billion from OPEC over the next 
three years to help the developing world. 

But already tbe oil producers appear to 
have been putting on pressure to get the PLO 
seated at the 1930 meeting. Diplomats said 
both Saudi AraWa and Kuwait have provided 
only a fraction of sums promised to the $10 
billion IMF supplement^ financing fadl^ 
set up by former fund director Johannes Wit- 
teveen.' 

Kuwait has refused to participate in a 
Worid Bank bond issue and Saudi Arabia has 
held up a S400 million loan to the bank, 
apparently pending the results of JamaTs 
efforts to get tbe Palestinians established as 
observers for the Washin^n meeting. 

At stake on. the American side is some 
$800 minion of this year's and next year's 
foreign aid appropriations, which Congress is 
stiB deliberating. 

“Seating of the PLO at the World 
and IMF meeting would turn it into a political 
forum and could seriously affect the vote, on 
1980 appropriations,'* one U.S. official said.

Nayef Hawatmeh, leader of the Democra- 
tic Front for the Libeiation of Palestine, told 
a press conference his movement favored any 
merger between two Arab countries pro- 
vided that it would be in the interest of their 
peoples and consolidate the front opposed to 
the U.S.-sponsored peace. 

The Syrian-Libyan plans met these two 
conditions, Hawatmeh said, but be binled 
that tbe two countries had not kept their 
partners in the “steadfastness" front weD- 
informed of their plans and suggested they 
should do so now. 

Hawatmeh rejected European attempts at 
rescuing the €femp David peace agreement 
from failure. He said European states such as 
West Germany. France and Britain were try- 
ing to impose a capitulation solution on the 
Palestinian people through a partition of 
Arab occupied territories tetwreen Israel and 
Jordan." 

He said that Libyan Head of State, 
Muammar Qaddafi would soon tour friendly 
Socialist nates, including tbe Soviet Union, 
to win support for the steadfastness' front. 

Hawatmeh who Thursday met Algerian 
President Chadli Ben Jedid, also had talks 
with Mohamed Abdel Ariz, leader of the 
Polisario front fighting Morocco for the inde- 
pendence of the Western Sahara. 


Bribery charges against NRP

TEL AVIV, Sept. 5 (R) — The IsraeU

Reli^ous leaders have expressed concern 
that the facts being brought to light and tbe 
prospect of a trial of government minister 
could damage both the government and the 
NRP, to the benefit of the opposition Labor 
Party. 


Morocco confirms clash 
with Sahara guerrillas 


ALGIERS, Sept 5 (R) — Western Sahara 
guerrillas said Thursday they had launched a 
major raid deep into southern Morocco and 
inflfceed heavy casualties. Morocco con- 
firmed the raid took place Wednesdav but 
said the guerrillas had ^en pushed back with 
heavy losses. 

The Polisario front guerrillas said they had 
made their deepest raid into Morocco in their 
fouT-year-old war for independence for the 
for the western Sahara, a former Spanish col- 
ony ceded to Morocco. 

The Polisario communique claimed the 
guerrillas had occupied the desert town of 


Taia, 175 kms southeast of Agadir. 

A Moroccan government statement issued 
in Rabat said Moroccan troops had repulsed 
a column of more than 400 vehicles, destroy- 
ing 70 of them and killing or wounding 300 
anackers. Moroccan forces suffered nine 
dead and 27 wounded, the statement said. 

Moroccan troops were in perfect control of 
the area, where they were continuing to mop 
up after attack, it added. 

The raid coincided with the launching of a 
diplomatic campaign by the Polisario to win 
international recognition for their right to the 
territory.

Court battles may take years 


Iran lawyers press for return of Shakes milliohs 



NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (R) — Fugitive rad- 
ical leader Abbie Hoffman has come in from 
Che cold after more than six years on the run 
with an offer to make America more beauti- 
ful — though he may be spending a long time 
in jail first. 

The curly-haired "yippie” who once out- 
raged the staid U.S. establishment with his 
anticss, skipped bail and a possible life sen- 
tence in 1974 on charges of trying to sell two 
undercover agents cocaine. He surrendered 
Thursday after announcing his intentions on 
a television interview, and was released vdtb- 
out bail. 

"There was no deal,” he told reporters as a 
phalanx of security men dragged him in 
handcuffs to a court bearing where he flashed 
a victory sign after teing &^d by the judge. 
His trial was set for Sept. IS. 

New York City Spedal Narcodcs Pro- 
secutor Sterling Johnson said he bad no 
intention of reducing the charges against tlw 
43-year old Hoffman, who rose to promi- 


nence in the anti- Vietnam movement. But 
Hoffman said he was optimistic he would not 
go to jail, saying America was no longer in 
need of contontation. 

He said he wanted instead to work on 
environmental projects to help the country. 
During his six-and-a half years on the run, 
Hoffman was an active ecologist. Under the 
name Barry Freed, he has been living in an 
island community on the St. Lawrence Rive- 
rin upstate New York and spent two years 
battling to prevent the Seaway being opened 
to winter traffic, work that won him a letter of 
commendation from New York Governor 
Hugh C^rey. 

As Barry Freed, Hoffman also testified to a 
Senate committee and met New York 
Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan, who failed 
to recognize him. 

He hopes his environmental work will help 
him at hte trial. His lawyer called him a hero 
in court for managing to stop the Sl Lawr- 
ence proposal. 


Black railmen to isolate S . Africa 


BULAWAYO, Zimbabwe. Sept. 5 (AP) 
— Five African nations have talwn a first, 
cautious step toward cutting economic ties 
with South Africa in a bid to ultimately iso- 
late that white-ruled country. 

Railroad chiefe from the Hve countries 
gathered here behind closed doors and with 
little pubiidiy last week to chart a new trans- 
port network for their regioD and loosen trad- 
itional dependence on South Africa. 

But the delegates — heads of state-owned 
railToads in F^awi, Mozambique, Zaire, 
Zambia and 21imbabwe — ruled out any early 
prospects for a break with South Africa, 
which has the last white-minority govern- 
ment on the continent. 

“Politically our association \rith South 
Africa is akin to supping with the devil,” a 
Zambian delegate said, referring 'to persis- 
tent African demands for a boycott of South 
Africa and growing support for black 
nationalist guerrillas training outside that 
couDtiy. 

"But the reality is that any early moves to 
cut free would be like cutting off our noses to 
spite our faces.” 

The railroad chiefr gathered in Zim- 
babwe' s second-largest city four months after 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe came to 
power following a seven-year guerrilla war. 
Mugabe has vowed to lessen traditional 
trarfe, transport and communications ties 
with Zimbabwe's economically powerful 
southern neighbor.

He has also set his sights on making land- 
locked Zimbabwe the new hub of the regiou 
by developing its transport network and an 
economy based primarily on agriculture and 
minerals. 

"Just as Zimbabwe develops and becomes 
more and more self-reliant so will South 
Africa become more and more isolated,” 
Joao Veira, commerdal rUrector of Mozam- 
bique railways, said in an interview. "We 
coitidn't move in that direction whfle Zim- 
babwe was inter-linked with South Africa, 
but we can start now." 

The chre'e-day confereooe in a ground- 
floor function room of the Holiday Inn 
wound up with a bland communique that 
masked the importance of the conference — 
the first of a series to ease economic depen- 
dence OB South Africa. 

They decided to step up use of Mozambi- 
que's Indian Ocean ports of Maputo (the cap- 
ital) and Beira — gateways for most of the 
five nations' trade Ifefore the border between 
Rhodesia and Mozambique was closed in 
1976 during the guerrilla war. 

Since then, most trade from Zaire, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe flowed through South Africa 

— much of it mineral exports. 

To shift the focus from South Africa to 
Mozambique, the former Portuguese colony 
has dispatched misrions to such countries as 
Britain, East Germany, France, Portugal and 
the United States to shop for modem cargo- 
handling facilities, electric locomotives, hun- 
dreds of railroad cars and technical advisers 
to streamline the system. 

Mozambique also plans to deepen Maputo 
port to handle ships of more than 60,000 tons 

— the largest that can now dock there. 

"We could be able to handle most traffic 

now going through South Africa by the end of 
next year,” said Subhaschandnt Bhatt, 
national di^ctor of Mozambique ports and 
railways. 


LONDON, Sepl. S (R) — The wealth of 
the late Shah of Iran and his family, of which 
estimates vary from blowSIOO million to bil- 
lions of dollars, has become a central issue in 
the hostage crisis between Iran and the 
United States. But Western bankers believe 
that legal battles over tbe assets, which are on 
deposit in the United States, could last for 
years. 

In the West, there is uncertainty about the 
total value of the Shah's fortune, of its com- 
position and location. Bankers generally 
guess at around $1 biDion, although one 
authoritative source in a bank which has had 
Iranian business said that .this figure is vastly 
inlated. 

Zran last year filed a suit in New York 
against the Shah and his wife, the Empress 
Farah, for the return of $32 billion and 
claimed a further$20 billion in punitive dan^ 
ages. Radical Muslim students who have 
occupied tbe U.S. Embasty in Tehran since 
Nov. .4 are demanding the return of the 
Shah's property as the condition for the 
release of their 52 American hostages. 

The foreign affairs committee of the' Majlis 
(parliament), in a draft messi^ to the U.S. 
Congress, said the American' government 
could take a step towards resolving the crisis 
by accepting responsibility for actions of the 
Shah, and compensating Iranians' financial 
and spiritual losses. 

Iran's Central Bank governor, AJi Reza 
Nobari has been actively pursuiog the money 
alleged taken out of the countiy by the Shah 
and his family. A large number of documents 
have been collected at the bank's headquar- 
ters and were used as part of the evidence 
prepared for an extradition suit to be filed 
against the Shah in Panama. 

Last month, Nobari said the bank had so 
far claimed $32 billion through attachment 
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orders filed with the Iranian Justice Mintetry 
and courts. The bank believed $20 billion of 
the total was outside Iran. 

The Shah's death in July would slighdy 
complicate the legal process, Nobari said, 
since suits would now have to be prepared 
against bis widow or son.

Law- 
weyers for the family have applied for the 
New York case to be dismissed, sa^nng that 
tbe New York county court has no jurisdic- 
tion over it. Tbe court's procedures are in any 
case at a standstill following a LI.S. govern- 
ment request to courts not to make any 
judgments on cases that might interfere in 
any negotiations between the U.S. and Iran. 

The Iranian suit was filed last November. 
No new suit has been filed since the Shah 
died. 

O’ Dwyer said he expected any case which 
would uncover “25 years of mampulaoon' 
by the Shah would last at least five years. 
Schemes involving foundations, corporations 
and individuals suiiouaded the transfer of 
the Shah's fortune from Iran, he said.

The air of diplomatic activity all centered on the Middle 
East crisis might give the impression that new developments 
are in the offing. But such expectations are bound to be 
disappointed. There will be no move forward for the crisis 
before the end of the American election in November. 

Contacts, however, go on. President Carter himself made a 
statement on the issue. His envoy Sol Linowitz has spoken in 
Israel, and Begin gave a recital of his old, old line. Egyptian 
\^ce President Hosni Mubarak is on a misrion in Western 
Europe — and these are only the major participants. Secon- 
dary contacts and statements also abound. 

Mubarak s mission, almost certainly has the restricted aim 
of explaining his countr/s stand and defending it in European 
capitals. The Egyptians are reportedly concerned at evidence 
of European “ bias” toward the position of the lestof the Arab 
world. Yet they also want to impress upon Europe that they 
see no further use for negotiating with the Israelis over Pales- 
tinian autonomy. 

Contirmation for the correctness of Hgypf s view on this last 
point came as Linowitz found nothing to say after his long 
talks with Begin except that he emerged with a clutch of 
“explanations and clarifications.” Begin then amplified this 
when he said that Israel was willing to resume negotiations but 
without giving any concessions. In other words, Egypt has to 
accept all of the recent “acramplished fact^’ concerning 
Jerusalem and the West Bank in general. 

Linowitz had advised Begin against moving office to East 
Jerusalem, and raised the subject of the Golan Heights, two 
issues which will figure large if and when real moves toward a 
comprehensive peace are made. But President Carter in a long 
speech on the issue had no time for any concrete detail. He 
asserted that the “peace process” is ^ive and that it will 
eventually yield the desired results: and that peace in the area 
will depend on respect for IsraeTs security as well as the rights 
of the Palestinian people. 

Carter also spoke of the possibility of a tripartite summit 
with Begin and Sadat. But this is highly unlikely, as all the 
parties Imow that nothing can be decid^ either way before 
the American election is over.

Four months after Tito : 
Will collective system work?

BELGRADE — 

Four months after the death of President 
Tito, Yugoslav officials appear confident that 
his heirs will succeed where everybody else has 
foiled — in maintaining a dur^le system of 
collective leadership. Tito left behfod complex 
arrangements providing for a collective parpr 
leadership of 23 and ooUective state leadership 
of eight, representing this ethnically-diverse 
country’s sbc republics and two autonomous 
provinces. 

The presidency of each body is rotated 
annually, a principle designed to ensure that 
no one assumes more than a figure-head role. 
At least in theory, the members of the collec- 
tive leadership are exactly equal. 

In recent history, all experiments with col- 
lective leadership have foOed. In the Soviet 
Union, it took Nikita Khnischey less than two > 
years to assert himself as more equal than his 
equals in the collective leadership set up after 
the death of Stalin in 1953. 

“ Here it will work,” said a Yugoslav official, 
“because you must remember that the world is 
divided in three — East, West and Yugos- 
lavia.” 

The jocular assertion underlined the pride 
Yugoslavs have in their oountiys position out- 
side both the Western and Eastern blocs and in 
its own system of worker self-mana^ment 
where elements of socialism and capkal^ 
combine. 

Another Yugoslav had a more prosaic 
explanation. ” Collective leadership will worit 
because it is the system least likely to upset the 
balance and cause conflict.” 

Yugoslavia' s potential for conflict is enorm- 
ous, with 18 ethnic groups, six nations, three 
leli^ons and a vast cultural and economic g^ . 
between the relatively prosperous north and 
backward regions in the south. The average 
income in the autonomous region of Kosovo, 
neighboring Albania, is only a sixth of that of 
Slovenia, on the border wiffi Austria. 

Although few Western diplomats believe 
Yugoslavia will be run by collective leadership 
for ever, most agree that it is likely to be gov- 
erned that way for several years. 

“ It may not be a very efficient system,” said 
one senior envoy, “and it may run counter to 
human nature, but I wouldn' t be surprised if it 
were still around in five years.” 

Another Western diplomat forecast that 
there would be no change at least until the next 
Congress of the Communist Party, scheduled 
for 1982. 

By April next year, the Yugoslav constitu- 
tion is to be changed to include the principle of 
collective leadership. Some observers hold 
that arguments over the change point to future 
problems. Although there is no serious disag^*^, 


reement over six of the seven constitutional 
amendments proposed so far, a clause on the 
duration of the minister's term has divided the 
parliamentary commission charged with pre- 
paring the constitutional changes. 

One group wants to cut the prime in mister* s 
term from four to two years, arguing tlxat such 

a move would be in line with Tito' s thinking on 
collective leadership. 

A second group, citing practical problems, 
says a prime minister wiA a two-year term 
would hardly by able to govern effectively. 

In the months precec&g Tito's death on 
May 4, there were widespread predictions that 
the collective system would soon be domi- 
nated by a small group of men fotming an 
inner core of the establishment. Those iron- 
tioned included Dr. Vladimir-Bakaiic, Tito s 
Tight-hand man, former Foreign Minister 
Milos Minic. Defense Minister Nikola 
Ljubicic, Prime Minister Veselxn Djuranovic, 
former Communist Party Secretary Stane 
Dolanc and his successor Dusan Dra^savac. 

However, Bakaric, a close aide of Tito since 
the guerrilla war against Nazi German occupa- 
tion, is ill in hospital following an operation 
last June. His health is considered too &ail for 
hin> to play an active role in the near future. 

“The line-up ofthe'inner cabinet appeared 
quite traight-forward not so long ago,” 
said a senior Western diplomat. But 
Bakaric ill, there are question marks.” 

Man y Yugoslavs and foreign diplomats say 
the present system will continue chiefly 
because there is no viable alternative. “Can 
you see anyone who could step into lito's 
shoes?” asked a Third World diplomat. 
“Perhaps there is someone, but if so, I don’t 
know him.” 

The former leader's outstanding achieve- 
ment was to weld a collection of quaneiing 
nationalities into a single country, wiiming the 
respect and loyalty of Serbs, Croats, Slovenes, 
Macedonians, Bosnians and Albanians. 

Ethnic foiction and traditional rivalry 
erupted in large-scale massacres during World 
War II before Tito's partisans established 
themselves as the leading force in the country. 

Could the problem flare again in the 
absence of a towering figure in the post-Tito 
era? 

Yugoslavs like to answer the question with 
an allegorical tale: A Croat and a Serb start 
quarreling in a bar. A Bosnian, a Slovene, a 
Macedonian and a Montenegrin join ^ 
argument and are soon involved in a brawl. 
Then, the men notice a foreigner watching the 
figh t with a delight grin — and they stop ^;ht- 
ing and turn on the foreigner. 

With memories of the row between Yugos- 
lavia and Stalin's Soviet Union in the late for- 
ties still foesh, no one here finds it necessary to 
specify the nationality of the foreigner. (R) 


Somalia’ s worsF refugee crisis

HARGEISA, SomaUa - 

Up to 600 refugees hrom the war- tom Ogaden 
r^OD of Ethiopia are flowing every day into 
northwestern Somalia, according to relief ofGdals 
here. “ This is the worst 1 have ever seen, ” said 
Geert Geut of the United Nations High Commis- 
sion for Refugees (UNHCR). “ It is the biggest 
relief problem I hava come across in terms of sheer 
□umbers. ” 

More than 175,000 people are now housed in 
four permanent and two transit camps in this area 
alone. OffidaJ Somali estimates place the total in 
diis country at 1.5 million. 

Shortages of food, medidnes and transport 
threaten a major disaster in the crowded camps, 
whose residents come with little more than the 
dothes on their backs, according to .the 27-year-old 
Dutch development economist. “ If we do not get 
suffldent food widiin the next three months we will 
run out, and there win be a serious raalnutridon 
problem throu^out the camps. In the state these 
pe^le are in now; they do not have very mudi 
resistance. They could be at an all-time low within 
two to three weeks, ** he said. 

The UNHCR is coordinating an international 
relief effort whidi is being administered in the 
camps by die Somali government and a coalition of 
European and American voluntary agendes. Those 
operating in the Hargeisa area indude Oxfom, the 
Catholic Institute for International Relations 
(CIIR), World Vision, and a team of West German 
doctors. 

Food sillies are now running 30 per cent short 
of the basic subsistence levels set by UNHCR, but 
transport is one of the most presdng problems. 
“ We're having enormous logistics problems." 
Geut said. “ We need 2.500 tons of food every 
month for this regioa. but we have only 1 20 trucks 
to work with, and there are also medicines, shelter 


materials, blankets and people to move. " 

The UNHCR sidelines call for 2S0 gms of 
maize, 75 gms of rice. 60 gms of milk powder and 
allotments of sugar, oil, meat, and tea. But of these 
only rice and oil are available. “ We are ^ving them 
dates instead of sugar.” said GeuL 

Malnutrition among die refugees in cum causes 
other diseases, according to Dr. Watson, 
Oxfam, who has been working in the camps for nine 
months. 

Those considered most vulnerable to malnutri- 
tion indude infants, pregnant women, lactating 
mothers, the sick and the elderly. Special feeding 
programs are aimed at these people but supply ctf 
food supplements is now down to only 50 per cent, 
so many are being cut from the program. Dr. Wat- 
son said. “ Deaths among malnourished children 
are commonplace. " 

The most serious disease problems in the camps 
are tuberculosis, gastroentiritis, dysentery, vitamin 
defldendesandeyediseases,she»id.“ We believe 
the inddence of TB in the camps may be 10 per 
cent ” 

Eaiiy tiiis year the camps were swept by epidem-' 
ics of measles and «4io(^uig cough which took a 
daily toll of between 15 and 20 in one camp, said 
Dr. Marilyn Black, of the CIIR. one of only three 
doctors working in the Hargeisa camps then. 

The problem is this semi-desert region of Somalia 
is componnded by the absence of Icx^ resources for 
develqiment programs to resettle the refugees 
permanently, Geert Geut said. 

“ Theresourcesof thiscountry aresopoortiiatit 
is impossible to make these people self-suffident in 
the immediate future. " 

Geut is pessimistic about the future. “ The inter- 
national community will have to supply the Somali 
refugees for four to five years, and 1 don't think they 
are ready to do iL You try to do as much as you can, 
but there are no projects. " — ' (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


A majority of weekend newspapers led with the 
opening of the conference of the governors of Arab 
Central Banks in Riyadh last Wednesday. They 
highlighted the inaugural speech by Sheikh 
Muhammad Aba Al-Khail, the minister of flnance 
and national economy, who said that fresh efforts 
were being made in joint development and 
economic self-sufficiency among the Arab states. In 
a lead story. At Jadnh reported on the Islamic 
media conference in Jakarta which has appealed to 
the leaders of the Islamic states to support the call 
for the holy war. In its Friday issue, Aljadnh led 
with Minister of Defense and Aviation Prince Sul- 
tan's inspection of the Prince Fabd Air Base in Taif 
and the opening of several installations there. Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafafs call to U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim to confront the Israeli occupation of South 
Lebanon formed the lead story iiiOitaz newspaper. 

Newspapers used on their fironi pages a report on 
the dosing session of the Islamic media eoakrence 
in Jakarta, which was repotted to have pledged to 
serii'e the objectives of the Islamic law. The papers 
nixn displayed prominently news of the arrival of 
the Deputy Prime Minister of Singapore and his 
taifcie with the Saudi Arabian officials on bilateral 
relations and the international issuesof mutual con- 
cern. In a page one $to^,AlMeduia highlighted the 
holocaust of Muslims in India, reporting that viol- 
ence against the Muslims has spread into 23 Indian 
dties. 


AlJadnUt spread out its front page U.S. presi- 
dential candidate Ronald Reagan's statement that 
Israel is a strategic ally of America and Jerusalem 
would stay a unified city. He described the PLO asa 
group of wayfoxers,and said Israefs withdrawal 
from the occupied territories would be a mistake. 

Newspapers also reported the Egyptian-Israeli 
accord on the resumption of negotiations on Pales- 
tinian autonomy. 

In an editorial on economic cooperation among 
the Islamic states, Al MetBua noted that the recent 
meeting of the governors of the Islamic Central 
Banks was held at a time when the Islamic nation 
felt a pressing need to coordinate their economic 
stances and the achieve economic solidarity among 
themselves. The paper said that a review of the 
conference's resolutions illustrated that offidals in 
the Islamic world are eager to overcome the bar- 
riers which impede the progress of economic coofv 
eration. Ibe economic aspect of cooperation 
among the Islamic states had not so far received 
enough attention, said the paper, and therefore the 
present conferences and seminars would perhaps 
show a new phase of economic interaction. It added 
that such an interaction would encourage the 
movement and investment of capital from the 
Islamic world and would remove th^ obstacles to 
investment of these funds in new projects in l^mic 
countries. The paper ^ded that the conference had 
its political aspect too, since it supported the FLO'S 


entry as an observer at the International Monetary 
Fund. It described the ^p as a big challenge for the 
Istemic states to crush the racist tendencies of the 
Zionists and their allies. 

Commenting on the Arab and Islamic oonfisN 
ences, Al Yam noted that mere resolutions axul 
recommendations would serve no purpose. Ins Tead , 
there ought to be some basic and firm principles to 
work on, so that the psychological campaigns could 
be confronted successfully. It said that the hostile 
circjes don't at all hesitate to launch campaigns 
againu the Arabs rimply because they know that 
effective coordination does not exist among the 
Arab media. 

Commenting on Reagan’sstatementthat Israelis 
a strategic ally of the United States, said 

that he is free to say what be wishes, but he has no 
right to defame the PLO which represents mote 
than two million Palestinians who are struggling for 
the restoration of their rights. Reagan should have 
thought a “thousand times" before dedding to 
enrage the Arabs. The paper added that the U.S.

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The battle over ‘ peanuts’

NEW YORK — 

As a byproduct of its ongoing battles with the 
administration the U5. Coi^iess is on the verge of 
worsening a discouraging domestic and foreign pcd- 
icy situation. Various members the House 
Armed Services Committee, in a joint conference 
witii their Senate counterparts, have voted to delete 
or reduce by $ S million several items in the fiscal 
1981 Defense Depanmeni buc^t request. What 
cao be the significance of a deletion i^rescnting 
less than three-thousandths of 1 per cent of a total 
budget exceeding $ 1 60 billion in a time of expand- 
ing defense appropriations ? 

It is not the amount but the kinds of monies and 
issues involved that cause concern. Hie allocations 
at stake are for three Defense Oepartment offices 
specializing in poliCji studies and . • pruviding analyii- 
^ support to foe secretaiy of defense for dedsioas 
requiring knowledge of social, political and 
economic factors. To the universities, foe attack on 
these agencies is yet another sign of deteriorating 
legislative-executive relations and foe growing 
anti-intellectual bias in Congress. 

The federal obligation assumed by presidents 
since the end of W^d War II to help sustain the 
health of researdi iiniverrities has been conastentiy 
sabotaged since 1973 by congresrional effons to 
reduce funding for studies related to social science. 

Hie joint committee's move to reduce poUqr- 
research monies (30 per cent of ufoiefago to univer- 
sities) while fairing weapons-related research and 
development, and procurement (esseodaDy noo- 
university contracts) effectively erodes one of foe 
universities' few remaining sources for social 
science-related researdi support arid, represents a 
climax to foe trend of diminishing Tederal assis- 
tance. 

For depressed sodal sdence departments, reeling 
from declining enroliraems, inflation, rising costs 
and diminishing foundation support, even small 
cutbacks in federal fonding are a critical loss. 
Researdi suppon is used to ensure the continued 
flow of the most talented young people into foe 
academic system. It pays not oidy the salaries of 
researdi fadlities but also foe tuitkms of graduate 
students who will one day hold positions of author- 
ity in government. 

Today, as funding becomes tighter, youngersdio- 
lars. whose job prospects are determined by 
research productivi^, are being discouraged from 
continuing in the sodal sdences. Thus, determin- 


ants other than excellence are conaoUiag ^ 
careers of academics, and this cannot hag bt 
reflected in the quality of imiverrity teadiii^^i^ 
research staffs. Chn America affimi to dilute^ 
quality of its sodal sdcnce comnaumQr at a M..

demand innovative solutions from the best 
available ? 

But the issue of the jmnt committee's actimi 
readies beyond foe healfo of univcniities and the 
intellectual capabilities. of future geaeratiops.

Every three years, California fish and game 
wardens take a census of the otter popula- 
tion. The latest count was made in 1 979 and 
produced an estimate of 1 ,443 between Santa 
Cniz and Pismo Beach, down from the 1976 
estimate of 1,789. 

The apparent decrease tentatively was 
attributed to poor visibility caused by gus^ 
winds and a heavy surface chop on waters 
dose to shore. 

But Friends of the sea otter have taken it as 
a sign that the population is not increasing 
and that, therefore, widespread control oper- 
ations that coiild involve trapping may not be 
warranted at this time. 

In its present range, many of the herd's 
activities can be watcb^ from ocean bluffs, 
especially in the big sur area south of carcnel 
and in monterey harbor.

Clues to 
this depletion are seen in the faa the otters 
have turned to nibbling the legs off starfish, 
an indication that other more durable foods 
are scarce. 

The question is asked: How did the vast 
herds of sea otters blend ihto the balance of 
nature before the hunters took their toll? 

Bitrfogists say their range was extensive, 
food supplies were plentiful and some oners 
were killed off by indiaos, either for their fur 
or because they were encroaching on the 
Indian^ clamming territory.

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World economy critical, 
U.S. treasury chief says 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP) — U.S. 
Treasury Secretary G. William Miller has 
M^med that the world’s economy is ina'‘crit- 
ic^y difficult period, easily as dangerous as 
uiy since” World War II. * 

To beat back this danger, he called for a 
renewed U.S. commitment to the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund and the World Bank 
and sharply criticized advocates of restrictive 
trade actions and “other beggar-thy- 
neighbor policies.” 

“History has demonstrated forcefully that 
efforts by individual countries to deal with 
their -internal problems (such as uneploy- 
ment) through such devices cannot succeed 
and in the end only worsen the situation for 
an,” Miner said Thursday. He spoke before 
the Economic Oub of New York. A copy of 
bos text was released in Washington. 

Miner's strong declaration against trade 
restrictions came two days after Republican 
presidential candidate Ronald Reagan 
vowed to halt the”deluge” of Japanese auto 
imports. 

Reagan, speaking in Detroit on Tuesday, 
departed from his usual free trade advocacy, 
and said he would attempt to convince the 
Japanese it is in their own best interests to 
skm down the sale of their cars to this country 
’until our industry gets back on its feet.” 

Miller also pointed out that “in difficult 
times such as we are experiencing now, there 
is always the temptation to retrench, to cut 
back on our support for international organ- 
izations.” 

The International Monetary Fund. Work! 
Bank and other development banks do not 
have a natural domestic constituency. Miller 
acknowledged. But “our stake in a healthy 


world economy is large and growing larger,” 
he said. 

“Unfortunately, international tensions — 
political and economic — pose serious threats 
to the global economy.” the secretary said. 
He pointed specifically to the Iranian revolu- 
tion, Soviet intervention in Ai^anistan, and 
turmoil in Southeast Asia. 

“In addition, dramatic oil price increases 
since the end of 1978 have slowed, down 
world economic growth, Ignited inflation and 
sharply eroded the balance of payment posi- 
tions of most non-oQ producing nations, both 
developed and undeveloped. 

“Individual countries are beginning to 
encounter financiDg''di£6culties,” and some 
are approaching their limits on borrowing,” 
he said. Recourse to the International 
Monetary Fund has accelerated sharply in 
1980, Miller said, and foture pressures win 
grow only mote severe. 

The fund generally guides the international 
monetary system and provides temporary 
financing to member nations that fisM bal- 
ance of payment problems. The IMF’s funds 
come from member nations and are available 
to all through assigned quotas. A 50 per cent 
expansion of these quotas has been agreed 
upon by the members, hfiUer said. 

In support of this expaorion, the administ- 
ration of U.S. Prerideni Jimmy Carter has 
asked Congress to increase the U.S. quota by 
about $S.S biOion. The United States share 
stands at 21.5 per cent of all IMF quotas. 

The World Bank and related regional 
development banks are the largest official 
sources for outside capital to developing 
nations. The World Bank also depends on a 
quota system, with the United States as a 
large contributor.

AFL-CIO to fund Polish unions 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (A^ndes) — 
The AFLrCIO labor organization, despite 
U.S. State Department reservations, has set 
up a spedal fund to help Poland* $ fledgling 
independent trade union movement get on 
the ground. 

The dedsion. , reached at a meeting of the 
AFLpCIO 's general board, represents direct 
involvement by the giant LT.S. labor federa- 
tion into one of the most sensitive foreign 
policy issues faced by the administiation of 
President Jimmy Carter. 

AFL-CIO President Lane Kirkland 
informed Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
of the labor organization* s plans on Wednes- 
day at an unannounced luncheon meeting. 
State Department spokesman John Trattner 
said Muskie, in response, outlined the situa- 
tion in Poland to Kirkland and noted the 


“ planned action by the AFL-CIO could be 
deliberately misinterpreted. " 

Trattner did not elaborate, but the state- 
ment was seen as evidence of Muskie's con- 
cern that the Soviet Union might view the 
AFL-CIO action as a provocation. This con- 
cern was underscored by a Tass news agency 
dispatch from Moscow Thursday which 
accused Western labor organizations of 
meddling in Poland's affeirs and denounced 
their aid to Polish workers. 

It was not clear whether the dispatch was in 
response to the AFLrCIO plan, aIthou£^ it 
was disclosed previously that the United 
Auto Workers and other unions in the United 
States and Western Europe had been quietly 
sending cash to Polish workers during their 
18-day strike.

California, rm 28 years old."

— who Sfnii^a lot win write an answer on 
a noteiiadr TM slender man with dose- 
cropped brown hair arrived here a few 
days ago with a pillowcase full of belong- 
ings andS15. 

He stopped speaking 3 years ago, 
hoping the disdpline would improve him- 
self. He also wrote that his refusal to utter 
a sound is not related to any cult or relig- 
ion.

He wrote that he leftCah'fomia July 14, 
begging rides from passing cars. When 
motorists picked him up, he said nothing, 
if they asired him questions, he wrote the 
answers on a piece of paper. He came to 
Norfolk as a starting point for crossing the 
Atlantic. 

He does not necessarily want to become 
a merchant seaman, but he wrote that if a 
shipping line offered him a job, he would 
obtain seaman's papers and join a union to 
get overseas. 
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AFLpCIO said : ** This will afford all United 
States workers the opportunity to join with 
free labor movements in Europe and else- 
where to heed the appeals of the Polish work- 
ers and to rally moral and material support in 
the spirit of international workers' solidarity. 
Affiliated unions are urged to use plant gate 
collections, membership meetings and other 
means to raise funds for our valiant Polish 
brothets and sisters. " 

Later, Kirkland said the Polish aid fund is 
consistent with the traditions of the Ameri- 
can trade union movement and that it is no 
different from assistance aimed at reestabl- 
ishing trade unions in Chile and other coun- 
tries. 

Reporters also were told that this was not 
the first time the labor federation has tried to 
help establish free trade unions in Commun- 
ist countries. Of the AFL-CIO'sS 20 million 
budget this year, between S 6 million and $ 7 
million is earmarked for international prog- 
rams. 

Since the start of the Polish crisis three 
weeks ago, the Carter administration has 
made a studied effort to maintain a hands-off 
poli^ in hopes of minimizing the chances of 
Soviet intervention. The crisis was defused at 
least temporarily over the weekend when 
Polish workers ended their strike after the 
Polish government consented to the establ- 
ishment of free trade unions. 

Alluding to the polish situation on Thurs- 
day, Carter said he couldn’t help but believe 
that “ the resolve of the Polish workers was 
strengthened by the solidarity of free trade 
unions around the world, including the 
AFL-CIO. '• 

The Carter administration, meanwhile, 
approved Poland's request forS 675 million 
in agricultural credits for the next year. State 
Department officials said. This is an increase 
of $ 125 million over the sum prorided to 
Poland this year. 

State Department sources said the decision 
was taken several weelu ajgo. It was not dis- 
closed at the time to avoid any connection 
being dri^H C&ich the strikes in Poland. 

The credits, a eorriblnatlon of loan guaran- 
tees and direct loans, will finance Polish pur- 
chases of U.S. agricultural products. The $ 
675 million will amount to atout one third of 
the U.S. agricultural credits, provided 
through the government owned Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC) for the flnand^ 
year beginning on Oct. i . 

Gold costs 
$650, most 
since July 

LONDON, Sept. 5 (R) —The price of gold 
rose to $654 an ounce in Europe Friday: its 
highest level since July and continuing an 
upward trend which set in late Thursday. 

Dealers in Zurich said that after passing 
the $650 barrier, the price might well rise 
another$20or$30 rapidly. For several weeks 
goldhas traded mainly within a range of $610 
to $635 an ounce. Its increase in value beg^ 
Thursday because of rumors of Cuban milit- 
ary involvement in Afghanistan, dealers said. 
But the U.S. State Department said it could 
not confrrm these reports. 

Gold was also boosted by concern that oil 
producing nations might raise oil prices, 
dealers said. This together with lack of conff- 
dence in the dollar, might be helping to 
explain gold's rise. 

After trading below $630 during much of 
the day in Europe Thursday, gold rose to 
$651.50 Thursday night in New York. Its 
price dropped in London Friday morning to 
$647.50 because of profit-taking but then 
began to move upward again. 

Jupiter moon found 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 5 (AP) — Photos 
snapped by two Voyager spacecraft have led 
to discovery of a 16th satellite orbiting the 
planet Jupiter, the U.S. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration reported. It is the 
third new satellite located in pictures r« k en 
by the Voyagers as they swept past the planet 
last year. It has been tentatively assigned the 
identification number 1979 J3. 

In another space development. NASA 
announced it will launch a new meteorologi- 
cal satellite next Tuesday. It will carry an 
experimental instrument that could lead to 
more accurate predictions of severe weather, 
including tfaiinderstornis, tornadoes and hur- 
ricanes.

Cubans in Afghanistan? 


ISLAMABAD. Sept. 5 (AP) — Diplomats 
in Kabul are analyzing reports, so far unco^ 
firmed, that Cuban army units have arrived in 
the country to fight in support of Afghanis- 
tan's beleaguered pro-Soviet re^me. West- 
ern diplomatic sources said Friday. 

Afghan contacts have told one Western* 
embas^ that a joint. TOO-man Cuban, Soviet 
and A^han militarj' escort was ambushed by 
insurgent tribesmen Aug. 26 while guarding a 
provincial governor. 

Western diplomatic sources said here Fri- 
day that this and similar Kabul reports in 
recent days could not be independently con- 
firmed, Stressing that clear evidence of 
Cuban military intervention have yet to sur- 
face. 

The ambush was given by some sources as 
the reason behind a major Soviet armored 
drivti against insurgent stronghold in the Pan- 
jshtr Valley, about 80 kilometers nonh of 
Kabul, which has long threatened the Salang 
Highway, an important supply link. 

The informants, who declined to be iden- 
tified, said fighting was reported in four {»rts 
of Afghanistan — near the provincial capitals 
of Hart and Ka Dahar. along a highway to the 
eastern city of Jalalabad, and in the Panjshir, 
which was believed the heaviest. 

One report quoted a reliable Afghan con- 
tact as sajnng he saw a large number of Soviet 
troops at Gulbahar, about 70 kilometers 
north of Kabul, preparing for action in the 
Panjshir Valley. 

Traveling by bus, he said he Slotted 10 
bodies of Afghan soldiers several ^ometers 
farther north at Jabul-Us-SeraJ where about 
an 80- vehicle fuel truck convoy was standing.

Jail rioter dies 
in Washington 

MONROE, Washington Sept. 5 (AP) — 
About 350 prisoners armed with sticks and 
rocks rioted and set fires Thursday evening 
inside the Washington State Reformatory, 
officials said. One inmate was killed and at 
least 20 inmates were taken to hospitals. 

Dick Paulson, a Department of Social and 
Health Services spokesman, said the body of 
an inmate was on the prison grounds, where 
prisoners . continued to roam near midnight. 
The cause of death was not known. 

Rames and smoke were visible from a mile 
outside the walls, and local firemen dis- 
patched were forced to wait outside the 
prison. At about 1 0 p.m. local time four hours 
after the riot began. Walt Hyden, whose title 
is assistant superintendent of tre'atment, said 
the situation was under control and stable 
but not secure." 

Inmates had not been returiied to their 
cells, but “the residents aren't fighting or 
exhibiting destructive behavior," he said. 
“Resident' is Hyden's word for inmate. 

Inmates taken to hospitals suffered stab 
wounds and had broken bones. Ross Godard. 
VaUey General Hospital administrator here, 
said one person was shot in the leg. 

Officii said about 350 had rioted in a 
prison yard while another 1 50 were in cell- 
blocks and refused to return to their ceils. 
The cause for the riots, which began shortly 
after 6 p.m. local time, was not immediately 
known, said Hyden. He said shots were fired, 
apparently by guards aiming their weapons 
into the air. 

About SO officers from the state patrol, 
sheriff s office and prison staff were inside the 
prison itself and 40 other officers were on the 
walls, he said. 

Authorities said fires burned in two trailers 
that had been used as offices, a storage bin 
and a clothing room, but that fires appeared 
to be under control. The fires were in the 
prison's industrial shop area. 

Jim Crawford, a firefighter, said a crew of 
six firemen and a pumper truck were dis- 
patched to the prison, though they were not 
allowed in immediately. He said IS men were 
standing by in case they were needed. 


Soviet's 360th Armored Division, based at 
PuM-Charkhi on Kabul's eastern outskii^ 
advanced into the Panjshir on Aug. 27 with 
air support. 

■ The Panjshir Valley insurgents came a 
formidable force last March when nearly all 
the Afghan troops and practically all of the 
Afghan troops of the nearby Husein Kot gai^ 
rison defected to their side, bringing over 
anti-tank wupons and other supplies, reli- 
able Afghan sources said. At least three other 
Soviet advances have failed to dislodge them. 

Although there was no indication it is con- 
nected to the latest Soviet push, diplomatic 
sources reported night and day landings at 
Kabul Aiipori of large Russian transport 
planes since Monday. 

On Tuesday, they said Soviet warplanes 
carried out an air strike on a susf^cted 
insurgent concentration in the Sanzari Val- 
ley, west of Kandahar. There was no immedi- 
ate word on casualties. 

Reliable local contacts were quoted as say- 
ing that the Soviets have resumed dropping 
boob}'-tiapped toys and household objects 
such as ballpoint pens, cigarette lighters and 
flashlights, which explode when handled. 

The objects injured an undisclosed number 
of children in Wardak province, neighboring 
Kabul. Earlier, sinular devices were found 
this summer in Paktia province near the 
Pakistani border. 

Meanwhile, the regime of President Bab- 
rak Karmal has continued enlisting Commun- 
ist youth group members directly into the 
army, according to the official media. Dip- 
lomats, reporting they have seen dvilian 
cadres manning armored personnel carriers 
in and around Kabul, said regular army 
troops were being replaced by the “ volun- 
teers. "

Go to it, by an means, brothers. But 
please call it something else. You never 
know, you might take the jinx out of the 
word. Call it Disunity, and then with luck 
it might, just as mysteriously as unity came 
to mean its opposite, come to mean real 
unity.
